The answer "No" iscorreet; but the 
inquirer is left wholly in the dark as 
to the action of the Hamilton County 
Bar in relation to Tom CAMPBELL'S 
practices in the Cincinnati Courts 
which led op to the Courthouee Riot. 

It will be recalled that The Ledger 
printed recently a brief but accurate 



did not follow CAMPBELL through the 
subsequent action in his case taken by 
the Hamilton County Courts. 

That action is fully set fnrth by a 
staff correspondent ol The Louisville 
News, who, alter substantially cover* 
lag the ground gone over by The Led- 
oer, in relation to the Riot itself, 
gives the following facts as to Camp- 
bell's subsequent airing in the 
Courts: 

"Amid all the mourning for the 
dead and the lost honor ol the city 
Tom Campbell was not forgotten. 
Reputable Attorneys became very much 
alive as to the n -ssity.of investiga- 
ting his practices. People who had 
kept silent about him began to talk. 
He was Indicted by the Grand Jury f.T 
attempting to bribe MICHAEL GaBE, 
who had been summoned to appear as 
a juror in the Bemer ease. 

M CAMPBELL was arraigned before 
Judge Johnson June 9th, 1884. The 
trial was hot and interesting. On' 
June 14th the Jury reported that it 
could not agree; seven stood one way 
and five another, although how the 
seven stood, whether for conviction or 
acquittal, was never l< arned. 

"But Camphell's trials before the 
pwblic and the Courts did no) cease 
there. Early in April, at a regular 
meeting of the Cincinnati Bar Associ- 
ation. a Commission was appointed to 
investigate the professional conduct 
of the 'great criminal lawyer.' After 
an investigation lasting for some time 
the committee pn pared an informa- 
tion against Cami'uki.i, and presented 
it to the District Court July 7th, 1884, 
and asked that it be Bled. It was Bl< d 
later and a hearing set for July 15th, 
1884. It finally came to trial Novem- 
ber 20th. Evidence was taken from 
November 24th to December 28th. 
■ On January ">th the argument began 
and On January Xtli the case was sub- 
mitted. 

"Those who had charge ol the pros- 
ecution were the ablest, most inlluen- 
tial and most honored lawyern in Cin- 
cinnati— K. W. KITTRIDUE, still one 
of the leading Cincinnati Attorneys; 
W M. KaMsey, now dead; John K. 
Hoi.m 18 and W. H. Tut, until re- 
cently United State- I lircuil Judge and 
now Chairman of the new Philippine 
Commission. 

"The charges in the criminal infor- 
mation constituted a terrific assail- 
ment of Camphki.i.'s character, lb 
was charged with having a bad repu- 
tation for impeding the administration 



of justice by packing Juries and
